Dash said a key witness at the 
committee's 
nationally 
televised 
public hearings, John W. Dean III, 
had made "a prima facie case of 
criminality by the President that 
cannot be protected by executive 
privilege.” 
President Nixon’s lawyer, Charles 
Alan Wright, has argued that the 
doctrine of executive privilege gives 
Nixon the absolute right to keep 
communications 
with 
his 
aides 
secret in the national interest 
But, Dash said, “ the claim of

Wright, who was to make his

Developer testifies 
Wanted McGovern to win m Agnew

campaign in 1972 was to assure that 


George S. McGovern would win the

the abandonment of elaborate plans 
to 
disrupt

D em ocratic 
convention in Miami Beach 


In 
another 
Watergate 
deve­ 
lopment, 
Samuel 
Dash, 
chief 
counsel 
for 
the 
W atergate 
committee, 
opened 
arguments 
before Chief U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica on whether the court 
should order President Nixon to turn 


over his secret tapes regarding the 
scandal. 
Kelly was hired by Segretti at the 
promised salary of $700 a month to 
disrupt the Democratic primary in 
Florida in March, 1972. 
One of Segretti’s plans was to 
arrange appointments with the state 
delegations to the July convention 
on behalf of all the contenders for 
the nomination except McGovern, 
Kelly said. When the appointments 
were not kept the delegates would 
be angered, he said, and McGo­ 
vern’s chances would benefit. 
‘‘McGovern 
was 
the desirable 
nominee of the convention as far as 
we were concerned,” Kelly said. 
The scheme was dropped after the 
Watergate break-in, he said. 
Kelly, a former president of the 
Florida College Young Republicans, 


said ‘‘no provocations, illegalities, 
or dirty pranks were carried out 


that summer because of the Water­ 


gate break-in and the heat of the 
investigation that followed.” 


Today’s hearing was the first 


since the committee started May 17 


which was not carried on live 


television—and a change in the 


atmosphere in the Senate Caucus 
Room was noticeable. 


During most of the session, two to 


four senators were absent at various 


times and the press table had vacant 


seats. Spectators still filled every 


seat though and there were lines 
outside.

complex took place June 17, 1972 
Kelly said he received a modest 
salary from Segretti for what he 
termed 
‘‘negative 
campaigning” 


between December, 1971, and April

In a brief statement, Kelly said he 
was first approached by Segretti, 
using the alias Donald Simmons, 
two years ago and was recruited as 
part of a team to carry out political 
‘‘dirty tricks.”

“what 
political future I may have had has 
been virtually wiped out by what I 
did and what I was involved in ” 
Referring to “dirty tricks” that 
were carried out by a Segretti- 
recruited team against Democratic 
presidential 
aspirants—mostly 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskie, Henry M 
J a c k s o n , 
and 
H u b e rt 
H 
Humphrey—during 
the 
Florida 
primary campaign early last year, 
Kelly apologized. 
Segretti did the same Wednesday 
although Jackson, for one, refused 
to accept the apology, calling the 
tactics “filth, muck and slime.”

While oil industry-related groups, 
and business interests came out 
Wednesday 
at

hearing 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
to 
support 
Exxon 
Company’s 
channel 
oil-drilling 
plans, environmentalists mounted 
the rostrum in strength for the first 
time to oppose the giant venture 
involving 
possible 
extraction 
of 
billions of barrels of oil. 
TTie city and county of Santa 
Barbara 
also 
made 
stands 
fundamentally critical of further 
large channel oil developments. 


There were these developments 
during the second-day of the three- 
day hearing in the Lobero Theatre: 


— The position of a majority of 
the five-man Santa Barbara County 
Board of Supervisors was given 
showing opposition to the Exxon 
(formerly Humble Oil and Refining 
Co.) Co 
proposals to engage in 
deep-water drilling in the western 
Santa Barbara Channel. 


Supervisor James M. Slater said 
oil platforms which can be seen by 
Santa Barbarans “are as alien as an 
oil derrick would be on the front 
lawn of the White House.” Refusing 
to join in on statements critical of 
the venture were Board chairman 
Francis 
Beattie 
and 
Supervisor 
Curtis Tunnell. 
James Bottoms, a director of 
GOO (Get Oil Out) and father of 
young film star Timothy Bottoms, 
claimed 
Santa 
Barbara 
had 
a 
“ national heritage” that should be 
protected 
from 
industrialization 
such as oil drilling He said it is said 
oil will go the way of coal by the end 
of the century, and “ if that is so why 
must it do its death throes on our 
shoreline.” 


— Santa Barbara’s delegation was 
headed by Mayor David Schiffman, 
who said the city opposed new 
channel drilling but if such drilling 
were 
allowed 
by 
the 
federal 
government it should be done under 
“ strictest 
regulations.” 
City 
Attorney A. Barry Cappello claimed 
Exxon — before getting any green 
light — should sign an agreement 


guaranteeing liability for damages 
in event of a disastrous spill. 
Robert Sharp, member of the 
city’s 
Environm ental 
Quality 
Advisory Board, and former oil 
consultant, claimed the industry 
lacks the technological knowhow at 
this point to operate safely in deep 
water. 


—Three spokesmen for the State 
Chamber of Commerce claimed the 
oil is needed by the trucking and 
agricultural 
industries 
and 
the 
project should be approved. 


— Earle E. Sweetland, Lompoc 
Valley resident, who said he was 
speaking 
for 
the 
chamber 
of 
commerce, joined with retired Air 
Force Col. Hugh Young, of Lompoc 
Valley, 
in 
urging 
approval 
of 
Exxon’s plans. They indicated oil is 
a 
vitally 
needed 
resource 
and 
available in the channel. 


— Western Oil and Gas Assn and 
Southern 
California 
Edison 
Co. 
joined in support of the Exxon 
proposal, along with spokesman for 
various oil companies and related 
industries. 


— Former State Sen. Alvin C. 
Weingand, chairman of the board of 
GOO, scored Exxon’s record since 
1955. 
He 
presented 
a 
documented 
report gleaned he said from oil 
industry journals which showed the 
company had suffered 10 blowouts, 
120 violations and penalty actions 
and two refinery fires since 1955 He 
scoffed at Exxon’s claims of “ No 
Pollution — Not Any.” 


Weingand, 
former 
Democratic 
state senator, claimed the Interior 
Department 
draft 
environmental 
impact report indicated the Exxon 
development could change Santa 
Barbara gradually from an area 
dependent 
on 
tourism 
to

industrial and “oil-oriented” area. 
Exxon authorities in a four-hour 
presentation Tuesday had sketched 
their operation plans and claimed 
the new location in deep water off

Milk up but beef down as prices fluctuate

There was good news today for grocery 
shoppers stunned by a Ifr-cent-a gallon rise 
in the price of milk this week. Beef prices 
have taken a 30 per cent dive on wholesale 
markets, and the meat industry says it 
could mean a similar drop of retail prices 
within two weeks. 
But in order for the meat prices to fall, 
the 
American 
National 
Cattlemen’s 
Association 
said 
Wednesday, 
packers, 
wholesalers and retailers must pass lower 
costs on to consumers 


Then, according to John M Trotman. 


president 
of 
the 
ranchers’ 
trade 
organization, prices for beef will rise again 
shortly after the new year He said the 
price of live beef dropped from the Aug 19 
high of 56 cents a pound to less than 40 
cents a pound Wednesday 
‘I came to New York to inform the 
consumer that beef is plentiful again and at 
prices that the housewife can afford,” said 
Trotman. a rancher and cattle broker from 
Alabama 
He said “shortly after the new year but 
not before Christmas” beef prices will rise 
again because of a shortage in supply 
(iordon Van Vleck. first vice president of 


the 
American 
National 
Cattlemens 
Association, predicted in San Francisco 
beef prices would drop 10 cents a pound or 
more by the end of the year 
But he declined to estimate how much 
prices would rebound as predicted next 
January, though he said they would not 
return to record Aug 17 levels 
He called the fall of the price of live 
cattle during the last two weeks “the most 
dramatic decline since the 1950s and the 
beginning of the Korean War ” 
Both Van Vleck and Trotman said the 
summer long price freeze on beef created 
artificial shortages ... and artificially 


high prices for live cattle were reached ” 
But the price of milk was much higher 
this week A gallon cost 10 to 20 cents more 
than last week in much of the nation, and 
indications were that dairy prices soon will 
rise in the rest of the country. 


The dairy industry said milk farmers 
have been quitting the business because 
profits have been so low and this has 
caused 
a 
milk 
shortage 
and 
higher 
wholesale prices. Grocers, many now 
charging $1 50 for a gallon of milk, said 
they are only passing on the wholesale 
price 
increase 
to 
consum ers. 
Police say arrests

The suspects were subsequently linked to four burglaries 
including one in which a firearm was stolen Police say the 
youths took small amounts of money and buried the loot in a 
field apparently to hide it for future use The firearm and 
most of the money losses have been recovered 
Efforts to clear four more residential burglaries have 
been slowed because the victims of the crimes have not yet 
reported the incidents, .police said 
The investigation 
continued today. 
Meanwhile the two suspects have been turned over to 
juvenile authorities.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Wholesale prices for major food 
products dropped by 6 per cent in September and the 
overall index went down by 18 per cent, the greatest 
monthly drop in more than a quarter century 
the 
government reported today 
Food industry spokesmen expressed hope the substantial 
decline at the wholesale level might be reflected in the 
retail prices for consumers in a short time. 
Although the September decline for farm products was 
the sharpest since F ebruary, 1948. it did not come anywhere 
close to offsetting a record high increase of 23.1 percent in 
August. 
Similarly, economists noted that the September drop in 
overall wholesale prices compared to a 5 8 per cent 
increase in August, the steepest climb since 1946 


The administration expressed high gratification at the 
new report. Herbert Stein, chairman of President Nixon’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, said the decline was “a 
welcome sign that the worst of the 1973 big surge of 
inflation is behind us.” 


The declines in food prices were led by drops of 16 per cent 
for live poultry, 14.8 per cent for livestock, 13.5 per cent for 
processed poultry and 13.1 percent for grains. 
In addition, fresh and dried vegetables fell 12.9 per cent 
while there were declines of 8.6 per cent for eggs, almost 
5.5 per cent for meats and 0.2 per cent for fresh fruits. 


On the other hand, milk prices increased 10.7 per cent, 
cereal and bakery product prices went up 8.4 per cent and 
sugar and confectionery prices rose 0.9 per cent.

At the same time, some elements of the community 
adjacent to the UC Santa Barbara campus are alleging that 
the futile dynamite hunt in Isla Vista last week was a 
political hoax’ timed to hurt the chances of incorporation. 
There were also fears expressed by others that the latest 
attempt by Isla Vistans to get a beer license within the 
community will also suffer due to the frenzied house by­ 
house hunt by sheriff’s officers for what had been described 
by a mysterious "Isla Vistan” as cases of unstable high 
explosives. 
Latest applicants for a beer license in Isla Vista are Mike 
Schaeffer and Heladio Cadena. Schaeffer was turned down 
last year after a prolonged bid. The State Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Department is presently making an 
investigation. 
Riots of several years ago on the campus and in Isla Vista 
were regarded as determining factors in the beer license 
turndown previously. 
F urther unstable conditions — as evidenced by possibility 
of a large store of deteriorating dynamite hidden away in 
the community — could hurt chances of incorporation more 
than anything else, it is felt. 
The Isla Vista Community Council meanwhile turned 
down a proposal aimed at urging a confrontation with 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter over the dynamite search 
Sheriff Carpenter has insisted he feels the incident was 
not a hoax, pointing to explosives tbat a Richard levering 
handed over to a sheriff’s reserve officer with the story 
that there was a garage in Isla Vista loaded with dynamite 
and related explosive apparatus. 
But no one in Isla Vista professes to know of a Richard 
Clevering, who told authorities he lived in the community. 
No one appeared to recognize the informant as he led 
searchers from property to property in the vain hunt, then 
abruptly changed his story to say he had obtained the 
explosives instead from a young man in a white van Isla 
Vista is "loaded with white vans,” as one resident there 
said.

Long journey to babysit for burros 
shifting growth program

SACRAMENTO - Much 
to the dismay of many 
educators, the University of 
California is quietly shifting 
directions to limit growth of

campuses 
except 
Berkeley and Los Angeles. 
Hardest 
hit 
by

decision are the campuses 
at Santa Cruz. Irvine and 
San Diego, each of which 
had visions of growth which 
would have seen them equal 
in size to UC Berkeley and 
UCLA 
Biggest 
factor 
in 
the 
switch is money — or lack 
of it Also bearing heavily 
on 
the 
problem 
is 
a 
reduction in the number of 
students who want to attend 
the university or can afford 
it 
Since 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan has been in office — 
the last six years — it hasn’t 
been easy for the university 
to maintain the growth it 
experienced in the 1950 s 
and early 60 s. The governor 
insisted 
on a 
“ cut and 
squeeze and trim ” fiscal 
policy and he applied an 
“ obey the rules or get out” 
administrative edict with 
limited student activity. 
UC 
President 
Charles 
Hitch, often at odds with 
Governor Reagan and the 
Board 
of 
Regents, 
has 
quietly acquiesced to orders 
from the top that there be a 
consolidation 
of 
decision 
making in Berkeley, that 
library growth ease off, that 
campuses expect a much 
slower growth rate and that 
the 
university 
be 
less 
demanding for money and 
attention from the State 
Captiol. 


This is surprising since 
Hitch, in his usually quiet 
way, has been a strong 
politician with an ability to 
get what he wants from 
Sacramento 


The new university plan

Chile reports 476 deaths 


SANTIAGO (UPIl — The ruling military junta said 
Wednesday 476 persons have been shot to death in Chilean 
fighting since the armed forces overthrew the late Marxist 
President Salvador Allende three weeks ago. 
The four-man junta released the casualty figures in an 
apparent attempt to counter reports published abroad of 
thousands killed in the aftermath of the Sept. 11 coup. 
In Washington, the State Department said an American 
student, Frank Teruggi Jr. of Des Plaines, 111., was one of 
the dead. A spokesman said his body was found Wednesday 
in the Santiago morgue. 
The department said Teruggi. a student at Santiago’s 
Center for Economic and Social Studies, was believed to 
be the first American killed since the ouster of Allende 
In Chicago. Frank Teruggi Sr., the boy’s father, said his 
son was last seen by a friend under military custody at 
Chile’s National Soccer Stadium, where the junta has 
rounded up thousands of suspected leftists.) 


TUPELO, Miss 
(UPIi - A National 
Park Service ranger said Wednesday night 
he saw a flying saucer the size of a two- 
bedroom house hover over this area for 
about 15 minutes flashing “ red. green and 
yellow lights .”

ACubfan's lament: Chap. 28

NEW YORK — (NEA) — The closest I ever came to play­ 
ing for the Chicago Cubs was Jim Woods. 


I once pitched to Woods in a Pony League game Woods 
later played briefly for the Cubs. Woods hit a home run off 
me. It was not your run-of-the-mill blast. 


It began as a line drive to the third baseman — who 
snapped his glove up in horror — but the ball began incredi­ 
bly to rise, over the third baseman’s head, higher, well over 
the left fielder’s head, deeper, higher, farther. . . . 


The reason I say that I came close to playing for the Cubs 
is that I felt I had big-league stuff. My belief is that anyone 
who could throw a ball fast enough for a future major-lea- 
guer to hit so hard had to be endowed with sumptuous poten­ 
tial. too. There may be a chink in that syllogism but it’s 
small potatoes. 


I remember that day in June of 1957 when Woods and I 
both graduated from high school in Chicago (he from Lane, I 
from Sullivan), and he signed immediately with the Cubs and 
joined the team! My father, who had a clout in the city, 
helped get me a job that summer as a garbage collector. 


By this time, I was already a broken-down pitcher, having 
suffered torn ligaments in my hurling shoulder. But I still 
had my dreams, which Woods unknowingly helped shoulder. 
For wasn't it true that after a game I pitched against Lake- 
view High School a Phillies scout approached me. “ Do you 
know," he asked, “ where Foster Avenue is, kid?’’ 


For much of that summer of 1957, I battled the flies. The 
wrong flies. Instead of going back, back against the vines of 
Wrigley Field to snare a long drive, I was going back, back 
into the alleys to roll out a garbage drum. And I kept won­ 
dering when the Cubs would put Woods in a game. When, 
that is, I, in my fantasy, would get in a game. 


One night, a hot September night at the end of the season, 
the Cubs were in St. Louis. I happened to have the radio on 
in my new car, the 1950 black Plymouth with the outside sun 
visor that flapped and rattled when I went over 30 miles an 
hour. I heard Jim Woods announced as a pinch-runner. With­ 
out a hint of the drama of the moment, the announcer said 
Woods was going to third base. Now Woods took a leadoff, 
as I felt the dryness in our mouths, Woods and mine. 


Then Woods was picked off. Out. Unbelievable. Just like 
that. Pffft. I tried to squirm out of it, to put Woods on his 
own. To abandon him. But couldn’t. I suffered despite my­ 
self. 


Why do I bring all this morbid business up? I continue to 
suffer with the Cubs, despite myself. I could never really 


picture myself playing for any other team (Woods, however, 
was later traded to the Phillies — the coincidence is eerie, 
isn't it — and played with them briefly). And I’ve always 
wanted to play for a winner, so the anguish goes unabated. 


It's hard for me to believe that a fan of a team hasn’t 
harbored notions of playing for that team, of coming up with 
the bases loaded, knocking the dirt from his loafers, and 
then hitting a game-winning homer. 


The Cubs have always been the team I identified with 
most, the team I thought I could help the most. (Oh, Woods, 
could you have not strayed so far off third base?) 


In my neighborhood, to be anything but a Cubs fan —

which meant a White Sox fan — took the courage of. well, to 
be honest, the courage of a Cub relief pitcher 


The Cubs and I spent 20 straight years (1948-1967) in the 
second division, an all-time big-league record, for both of us 
I grew up thinking that the team you rooted for lost, perhaps 
because you rooted for them This is something a Chicago 
kid must either overcome or twitch for the rest of his life 


In the last few years, the Cubs have been unduly cruel to 
their fans. They have almost won the pennant a couple of 
times. 


The Cubs last won a pennant in 1945 So Cubs fans kept 
thinking about such unrealistic things as laws of averages 
(averages were, when you think about, not one of our strong 
points). Every other team that was in the major leagues in 
1945 has since won a pennant, some have won many. Some 
towns that didn t have any big-league team that year have 
also won championships. 


The Cubs went eight games in front in their division this 
season. Cub fans are getting smarter, though They knew 
that come July, the Cubs would fall. Or August Or Septem­ 
ber. It would come. It did They fell back five games at one 
time. 


I see them play now, and I watch Santo strike out with the 
lead runs on base in the late innings. I see Rick Monday mis­ 
judge a fly ball that provides the opponent with the winning 
run. I see Hooten’s ballvhooed knuckle curve end up over the 
wall. 


I ’m a grown man and I still care. Not only that, I still 
think I can help that club, if I can get some heat on my 
shoulder.

—Alex Andres has fought 
vigorously against smoking 
for years, and he’s just the 
sort of guy to politely ask 
smokers in elevators to 
douse their light before he 
collapses from the odor. 
Andres has marched down 
tobacco 
road for years, 
trying to persuade young 
and old smokers alike to 
kick the habit before it kicks 
them. 
The 62-year-old 
retired 
insurance man boasts —and 
no 01 „» has risen to challenge 
him — that he’s fought 
harder 
than 
any 
other 
layman in the past decade to 
turn 
the 
tide 
against 
smoking 
Lecturing before youth 
and service groups around 
Southern 
C a lifo rn ia, 
Andres’ 
vendetta against 
cigarettes has become a 
personal crusade to clear 
the air. Along the way he’s 
won 
friends, 
influenced 
people 
— made 
a few 
enemies —and occasionally 
chalked up a big victory. 
Perhaps his chief achieve­ 
ment, he says, was a decade 
ago when he began a one- 
man battle with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers to switch 
their radio and television 
sponsor from a garette- 
cigarette firm to something 
less dangerous, like hot 
dogs. 
Though 
the 
American 
Tobacco Co. declines to say 
just how they lost their 
affluent sports client, they 
did 
admit 
that 
Dodger 
President Walter O’Malley 
felt strongly that Andres’ 
letters were the first to 
protest the association of 
cigarettes and professional 
sports. 
“ It seems probable that 
my contact with O’Malley 
did lead to the Dodgers 
discontinuing 
cigarette 
advertising,’’ 
boasted 
Andres, sitting amid the “ no 


smoking” 
signs 
which 
decorate his Woodland Hills 
home. 
With the score 1 -0 over the 
Dodgers, 
Andres plugged 
away at his antismoking 
lectures, 
then last year 
found himself in the thick of 
a city council debate on 
banning cigarettes in city 
elevators. 
It was a brief, king-sized 
controversy which had most 
of the councilmen sneaking 
a calming smoke in between 
speeches. 
But in the end Andres and 
his group won, and the score 
was 2-0. At one point Andres 
embarrassed one of the 
councilmen when he rose 
and, in his fogcutter voice, 
said it was “ ridiculous for a 
politician to talk about clean 
air while smoking a cigar.” 
Andres, who concedes he 
appreciates both the tastes 
of Scotch and tobacco —but 
keeps both at arms length 
—says 
he’s 
been 
tying 
smoking 
to ecology 
for 
seven years —trying to 
convince 
others 
of 
the 
poisons they inhale. 
“ Are 
you aware,” 
he 
asked, “ that a cigarette- 
smoking 
politician 
discussing 
the 
evils 
of 
pollution emits smoke full of 
nitrogen 
dioxide 
—with 
levels of five parts per 
million 
considered 
dangerous?” 
“ And 
what 
about 
hydrogen cyanide levels?” 
he 
said, 
gesturing 
d ra m a tic a lly . 
“ The 
concentration in cigarette 
smoke is 1,600 ppm, and 
that’s quite dangerous over 
a prolonged period.” 
“ It’s a violation of my 
civil rights to have to inhale 
those poisonous fumes,” he 
protested. 
“ I ’ve always resented the 
fact that I had to smell other 
people’s smoke ... and I ’m

Kim’s new house has a 
freestanding fireplace and a 
soaring roof, the center of 
which is a skylight with 
stained-glass panes. 
“ It’s wonderful to lie here 
on the floor and look up at 
the stars during the night,” 
she said. “ And in daytime 
the house is flooded with 
sunshine and rainbows from 
the colored glass.”

The interim plan 


It is our opinion that the Lompoc City 
Council took reasonable action Tuesday in 
the 
approval 
of 
an 
interim 
sewage 
treatment improvement project that could 
have the effect of lifting the present ban on 
major new sewer hook-ups within three 
months. 
The 
regional 
wastewater 
treatment 
plant construction is far down the road 
with 
design 
presently 
underway 
and 
bidding not due until late next year. The 
present target date for the completion of 
the new regional plant is the year 1976. 


If Council had not taken measures to 
provide 
for 
an 
interim 
program 
of 
wastewater treatment, this city would, in 
effect, stand still. 
We do not believe that it is very far down

the road when Lompoc Valley will be 
experiencing the effects of the proposed 
space shuttle program. There is no doubt 
in the minds of many that such a program 
in our area will force the community to 
provide 
necessary 
accommodations. 
Adequate 
wastewater 
treatment 
is 
certainly a necessary accommodation. 
It is indeed unfortunate that an interim 
program is necessary. It certainly would 
have been a much better situation had the 
planning 
and 
timing 
been 
better 
coordinated to have allowed the regional 
wastewater plant constructed now or in 
the very immediate future. However, it is 
easily understandable that planners, in 
these days of highly acute awareness of 
ecological and environmental issues, find 
themselves less than perfect. 


Kennedy proposa 


Senator Kennedy has given a 
speech on the floor in which he 
declares himself on what should be 
done in the event that Mr. Nixon 
should refuse to turn over the tapes 
even if ordered to do so by the 
Supreme Court. At that point, said 
Mr. Kennedy, there’s only one thing 
to do: impeach him. The Senate 
chamber according to reports, was 
very nearly empty while Senator 
Kennedy 
delivered 
his 
speech, 
though at the far comer of the room 
som eone 
sp o tted 
S en ato rs 
Gold water and Tower. Gold water 
did not proffer his opinion of it, but 
Senator Tower said, “So far, the 
refusal to obey a court order has 
n e v e r 
been 
g r o u n d s 
fo r 
impeachment. 
There 
is 
no 
precendent.” 


That of course is correct, but so is 
it correct that the only historical 
precedent for impeachment of a 
President was in the case of Andrew 
Johnson, and not only did Congress 
fail at conviction, many years later 
the Supreme Court spoke flatly on 
the issue in question and declared 
retroactively that Johnson had been 
absolutely right. So that we are left 
without any precedent at all for the 
impeachment of a President. 
S e n a t o r 
K e n ­ 
nedy’s point is that 
no man is above the 
law — that, he says, 
is the fulfillment of 
the American idea. 
And 
since 
the 
Supreme Court is 
the final arbiter of 
what is the law and 
what is not the law, 
then 
a 
President 
who 
defies 
the 
Court 
should 
be 
imp ea ch e d 
and 
removed. 
Friends of executive sovereignty 
in the event of impasse argue that 
the federal system simply does not 
provide a means of arbitrating 
frontier collisions. They argue that 
the Supreme Court, in the event it 
calls on the President to publicize 
the 
tapes 
is exerting 
its 
full 
authority. But that since its full 
authority 
does not 
exceed 
the 
President’s full authority over the 
m a n a g e m e n t 
of 
his 
own 
department, and the custody of the 
tapes is really the responsibility of 
his own household, then the Court 
goes beyond its proper field of 
responsibility and the President is 
entitled simply to thumb his nose at 
it. 


What is interesting about Senator 
Kennedy’s position is that in effect 
he is suggesting a political solution 
to the impasse, and it’s to be 


understood as being that, rather 
than as a sequential ritual following 
upori the Supreme Court’s decision. 
What Mr. Kennedy is saying is that 
when the Court and the Executive 
are 
at 
loggerheads, 
the 
third 
chamber of government needs to 
act, and the only way it can act is to 
impeach, and to proceed then to 
hear out the arguments. 
Presumably, if the Senate, sitting 
in judgment of President Nixon’s 
refusal to hand over the tapes, 
declined to convict him, then that 
would become the supreme law of 
the land in respect to executive 
privacy. I. e., at no future point 
would a President’s personal papers 
be subpoenaed notwithstanding that 
they contained evidence putatively 
critical in establishing his guilt or 
innocence. The Senate, is a curious 
sort 
of 
way, 
would 
become 
the ultimate judicial body — not so 
much interpreting the Constitution 
as adding to it the critical insight of 
the day. 
There is a lot of mumbo jumbo 
that surrounds the Supreme Court. 
There is, after all, no reason at all to 
suppose that the lawyers who are 
arguing on Mr. Nixon’s side know 
anything less about the intricacies 
of the Constitution than the lawyers 
arguing the other side, the side of 


Mr. Cox and Mr. Ervin. 
Indeed, the chief representative of 
Mr. 
Nixon 
is 
a 
professor 
of 
constitutional law, and there is no 
reason to doubt the sincerity of the 
position he takes, just because he is 
taking it as the advocate for so 
august a client. Nor is there any 
reason to jump to the conclusion 
that the sitting members of the 
Court 
know 
more 
about 
the 
Constitution and its implications 
than 
the 
two 
lawyers 
whose 
arguments it is listening to. 
For that reason one can say that 
the real point is moot — an 
historical, 
constitutional 
point. 
When these things happen there are 
only political solutions. Such a 
solution as would result in the 
Senate of the United States having 
to decide whether to remove from 
office a man who declines such an 
order as this from the Supreme 
Court. 
It would seem, of course, there 
are other solutions. Mr. Nixon might 
decline one day and a few weeks 
later, well into the impeachment 
proceedings, he might change his 
mind — disposing of the tactical, if 
not the strategic, issue. In a word, 
Senator 
Kennedy, 
whatever his 
motives, suggested the only means 
of breaking the impasse widely 
projected. 


There he stood, tall, fastidious, 
handsome, the benign — looking 
man 
conservatives 
jubilantly 
recognized as one who might cut 
liberals down to size: “ A spirit of 
national 
masochism 
prevails,” 
declared impeccably groomed Vice 
President Spiro Agnew in New 
O r l e a n s , 
O c t o b e r , 
1969, 
“encouraged by an effete corps of 
impudent snobs who characterize 
themselves as intellectuals.” 
Mr. Agnew in 1969 didn’t appeal 
for 
decency, 
or 
m ercy, 
in 
characterizing 
his 
youthful 
opponents in Harrisburg, Pa. that 
same month. He declared “We can 
afford to separate them (student 
radicals) from our society - with no 
more regret than we should feel 
over discarding rotten apples from a 
barrel.” 
His attack on the press and TV 
brought ecstatic praise from Tricia 
Nixon” “ The Vice President is 
incredible. I feel I should write him 
a letter. He’s amazing, what he has 
done to the media -helping it (sic) to 
reform itself .... I think 
they’ve 
taken a second look. You can’t 
underestimate the power of fear.” 
And now, how things are changed. 
The Vice President is practically 
appealing 
to 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives to impeach him. 
The public is suddenly discovering 
that impeachment is about the only 
way under the Constitution, to heave 
out a President or Vice President. It 
is 
so 
c u m b e r s o m e 
m o s t 
congressmen shudder at the very 
thought. But it is the so called 
“grand inquest of the nation.” And 
now here we are, looking over the 
brink into something frightening and 
unknown. 
Last 
February 
as 
the 
new 
Congress got to work, this reporter 
began a column, “The question is 
now, can he govern? Mr. Nixon 
s t a n d s 
a t 
his 
p e a k : 
an 
unprecendented election landslide, a 
Gallup Poll rating of 68 percent. He 
is stern, taut, confident, eager to 
show who’s boss. 
He looks at 
Congress, waiting for something to 
be outraged about.” Yet even so, as 
we saw it last February there were 
strange portents: the evident Nixon 
feeling 
that 
he 
was 
being 
“persecuted by ‘the better people’. 
He has an immense majority,” we 
added, “can he govern?” 
The answer is still uncertain. But 
it becomes more dubious all the 
time. 
Sometimes it seems that anyone 
who 
t o u c h e s 
t h e 
Nixon 
Administration is soiled. The New 
York Times’ Tom Wicker has added 
it 
up 
— 
six 
Congressional 
investigation, five grand juries, five 
civil suits ... and on and on. The 
former Cabinet is almost swept 
clean now and two of its former 
members are under indictment; and 
his closest former White House 
aides are out, and in trouble. 
Now the Vice President. The man 
twice picked by Mr. Nixon to fill his 
place in office. The Vice President 
sounds quite noble as he tells the 
House, that he wants it, not a grand 
jury to investigate his troubles. The 
Constitution, he asserts, “bars a 
criminal proceeding of any kind - 
federal or state, county or town — 
against 
a 
President 
or 
Vice 
President while he holds office.” 
Just like Mr. Nixon who won’t 
give up the Watergate tapes for the 
loftiest of reasons. And so Mr. 


Agnew says, “accordingly, I cannot 
acquiese in any criminal proceeding 
being lodged against me. “It is his 
"right and duty,” he says, “ to turn 
to the House ” 
This sounds fine. But what it 
means is that Messrs. Nixon and 
Agnew 
have 
an 
exclusive 
monarchical privilege under certain 
circumstances; they are not like 
other men. They transcend the law. 
They 
cannot 
be 
indicted 
or 
subpoenaed. They need not even 
obey the Supreme Court unless, in 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
airy phrase, 
its 
judgement is “definitive.” They can 
appeal to the labyrinthine process of 
impeachment which means, in Mr. 
Agnew’s case, that instead of being 
tried by a hard-nosed federal grand 
jury 
of 
common 
citizens 
in 
Baltimore he may ultimately ( if the 
House acts) go before a body of 
fellow politicians in the Senate, 
familiar 
with the 
problems of 
campaign donations and kickbacks, 


A youth program started 
in 
Orange County a bare generation 
ago has burgeoned here and in the 
view of some observers is slowly 
filing a gap in the preparation of 
young people for life. 
Sometime toward the end of this 
month, Police Sgt. Richard DeLung 
and his associate Det. Bud Trimble 
will begin the department’s fifth 
Explorer Post 700 Academy for 
youngsters who want to find out 
what law enforcement is all about. 
Applicants should 
be between the ages 
of 
14 
and 
20, 
physically fit and 
with 
good 
moral 
character. Explorer 
P osts 
are 
coeducational. 
Sounds 
easy 
considering 
the 
benefits in terms of community 
involvement and advancement, but 
the six-hour training sessions on 
Saturdays will test the mettle of the 
best, DeLung says. 
Cadets, if I can call them that, 
receive about 100 hours of training 
in all aspects of law enforcement 
including, 
field 
work, 
records, 
communications, and laws of search 
and seizure. 
Hie department’s post got under 
way in May of 1971. Since that time 
about 80 youngsters have graduated 
from four academy sessions. Most 
of the youngsters have gone on to 
other things as they matured, but 
three 
of 
the 
post’s 
present 
complement 
of 
officers 
are 
graduates of the first academy. 
More than all this, DeLung and 
Trimble and the organization they 
have whipped into an effective unit, 
have been instrumental in aiding the 
formation of an Explorer Post in the 
Lompoc Sheriff’s Substation, and 
other posts in sheriff’s substations 
in Santa Maria, Solvang, Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo. A post 
is also under way at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
Now DeLung tells me they’re 
setting their sights on possible posts 
in Arroyo Grande, Paso Robles and 
other points in San Luis Obispo 
County. 
Explorer Posts that are attached 


and hope that one-third of them plus 
one will vote “not guilty.” 
The atmosphere here last week 
was as strange as we have ever seen 
it. The White House carried on a 
Byzantine campaign to get Mr. 
Agnew to resign. As the rift with 
him 
widened 
and 
deepened, 
rumors were set afloat, and the 
near-desperate Vice President tried 
to swat them down like hornets. 
Obviously the White House doesn’t 
want a discredited Agnew on its 
hands.

Nixon came up with a tardy appeal 
not to prejudge the case. This is all 
very 
well 
but, 
under 
the 
circumstances, Mr. Nixon’s own 
earlier failure to rush eloquently to 
his subordinate’s defense was in 
itself a form of prejudgment. We 
believe that Mr. Agnew has already 
been politically destroyed. 


to law enforcement agencies are

contingent of antique cars that were 
driven from all points to the Lompoc 
area.
